Headmaster Joseph McCullcy 
of Pickering College returned to 
Newmarket last Thursday from 
Halifax where he had expected 
to embark for England with five 
other educators. On arrival at 
Halifax, Mr. McCulley and other 
members of the mission had been 
told that their project had been 
suspended. 

The purpose of the group was 
to tour Canadian stations over- 
seas as part of a rehabilitation 
and reorientation program. It 
was expected that the educators 
would be able to bring Cana-I 
dians overseas up to dote on 
what had happened in their 
country while they had been 
away and what to expect on 
their return. The project had 
been sponsored by the Wartime 
Information Board and Mr. Mc- 
Culley had planned to be 
absent for at least two months. 

On his return to Newmarket, 
Mr. McCulley issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

"Two weeks ago I announced 
that I expected to leave Canada 
shortly to participate in a re- 
habilitation and reorientation 
program being planned by the 
Canadian Army and Air Force 
authorities for overseas person- 
nel. 

* 4 1 left Newmarket on Monday, 
June 25, and with some other 
members of the party, got as 
far as Halifax, expecting to 
leave within a day or so for Eng- 
land. At that time, however, we 
were advised that the whole 
plan had been reviewed by the 
cabinet and that, for the time be- 
ing, it was being suspended. 
Apparently there were a num- 
ber of factors in the situation. 
Although the need is certainly 
there for a project of this type 
for our lads overseas, there were 
difficulties concerned with trans- 
portation, the fluidity of the 
situation in England, etc., so that 
it was considered "the time is 
not opportune." It is still pos- 
sible that, when some of the 
difficulties have been clarified, 
the plan will be re- considered. 

"Needless to say, I am dis- 
appointed about the decision of 
the cabinet I would have been 
happy to have contributed in 
some small measure to the job 
which I sincerely believe needs 
to be done for our lads overseas 
who are anxiously awaiting their 
return to Canada, some of whom 
will not be repatriated until 
this winter or next spring."

ing the church. 

When it was first approved 
that the building be bought and 
renovated, at a meeting of the 
congregation members at the 
home of Jas.

finding that in a small town each inhabitant was 
an individual and counting for something in his 
community while the city-dweller tends to take 
on the outward coloring and habits of his fellows, 
and to lose his individuality. The city-dweller' is 
a creature of conditioned reflexes which react in 
the same manner as those of thousands of his 
fellows. In the small town, each individual 
stands distinct from his fellows, a separate per- 
sonality. . 

Carrying this distinction into the realm of poli- 
tics and municipal government, Mr. Murphy 
cotes that the city-dweller is on the losing end of 
the stick. In a small town, the mayor and coun- 
cillors, and other civic servants are familiar to 
all. but the city's servants are almost inaccessible 
10 the average citizen. Most inhabitants of a 
large city would find it difficult were they to try 
and list their representatives in the city-hall. 
Conversely, in a smalt town, the municipal offi- 
cers know the townsfolk while in a city, the 
citizens are hardly distinguishable from each 
other to the civil servants except by their number 
on the tax roll. The small town profits by this 
familiarity just as the city loses by its lack of it. 

Mr. Murphy sees the city-dweller developing 
an outlook which is in contrast to the outlook of 
those who live outside the cities. Because the 
city-dweller is remote from the basic things of 
living — the sources of his food, his clothes, the 
raw materials on which he labors — Mr. Murphy 
finds the city-dweller too dependant on what is 
beyond his control and seeking, as a result, a 
political touchstone which will guarantee his 
security. Those outside the city, being closer to 
the sources of their needs, possess an independ- 
ence foreign in the city. Mr. Murphy sees a con- 
flict between the ideas which are generated by a 
search for security in the city, and the ideas 
which are associated with a feeling of independ- 
ence in the country- He is fearful of what will 
happen when those ideas are expressed political- 
ly since the city vote would greatly influence the 
national results. 

Canada has not the population nor the large 
cities of its neighbor and we doubt if Mr. Murphy 
would find cause for anxiety here. However, 
there Is no denying the distinctions he finds be- 
tween town-dweller and city-dweller exist here 
as well as in the United States. Canadian cities 
are growing larger while towns are losing their 
populations. Before this condition reaches the 
point where Mr. Murphy's fear of ideological 
conflict between town and city-dwellers would 
be justified, everything should be done to help 
small municipalities provide facilities on a par 
with the cities so that they may be able to check 
emigration to the cities.

A soMSer returning home from overseas has re- 
coarse to 3 variety of agencies which have been 
crested to help him re-establish himself in the 
civilian hfe from which he has been absent some> 
tlir.-js for as long as five years. These agencies 
•srill help him plan the use of his service gratui- 
ties, arrange the continuance of his education, 
advise him of opportunities available to him, in 
short, be ready to minister to every need he may 
have. 

As efficient as these agencies are, however, 
they fail in one function, that of making the vet- 
eran welcome home. They may try, but none of 
their efforts will equal the welcome the veteran • 
receives when he arrives in his home town where 
old friends will stop him on the street, and he is 
hailed from windo-E-s and open doors. 

Inevitably, the question arises: How best can 

rihe community welcome him home? Parties and 

banquets are the work of individuals, his family 

; ard friends* but everyone in the community is 

• conscious of what he has done. They all want to 
welcome him home. Committees are formed and 
the question is thoroughly debated. Everyone is 
anxSotiS to do something but the discussion usual- 
ly begs down on the questions of what and how. 

One very able answer has been provided by the 

* example of the Qoeensville Welcome Home club- 
Boys from the distrirt returning home from over- 
seas will be presented with watches at a banquet 
wh:ch is being planned for them. When a boy 
can never retuxnv the watch will be presented to 
his mother. 

We would imagine that the presentation of 
watches -aras an idea which has occurred to every 
committee which has met to discuss the subject. 
For various reasozss. it may have been found im- 
practicab!e or discarded in favor of some other 
offering. The handicap thai all such committees 
labor under is that while anxious to provide 
v/hat is most appropriate, they lack the means to 
give what they would consider equal to the 
tribute that is deserved by these men. 

Here again, the sponsors of the Queensville 
Welcome Home club have overcome this dis- 
advantage. They recognize that a watch, at the 
best, is only a symbol, but they have given fullest 
expression to thai symbol by canvassing the com- 
munity for furds to purchase the watches. With- 
out any advertising or an organized campaign, 
they have gone to everyone in the community, 
explained their purpose. . and in less than two 
weeks, over 3540 has been raised. Thus everyone 
in the community has had a share in the pur- 
chase of the watches. Their presentation to the 
veterans will carry with them the sentiments of 
the whole community. 

Welcome Home dubs have been formed in 
Hope and are being planned in Holland Landing, 
Sharon, and Mount Albert The clubs represent 
a community effort which surpasses any indi- 
vidual effort in that they give expression to a 
feeling shared by each individual in the com- 
munity.

What Others Think 



DEMPSTER'S ACTIVITIES 

(From The Free Press Herald, Midland) 

There now appears to be little doubt that while 
certain of E. B. Jolliffe's charges with respect to 
"Ontario's political gestapo" may have been ex- 
aggerated, the C.C.F. leader has done a real ser- 
vice in bringing to light the activities of the head 
of the anti-sabotage unit of the provincial police. 

Captain W. J. Osborne Dempster is possessed 
of an imagination as colorful as his career. Dec- 
orated veteran of the last war, soldier and prison- 
er in Russia after 1918, and the mysterious 
opponent of Co!. George Drew in this riding 
when the latter sought election fallowing Mr. 
Finlayson's resignation, Dempster has revealed 
before the Royal Commission inquiry a singular 
capacity for serving two masters. 

As a provincial constable, recently the sole 
head of the "special branch" in charge of investi- 
gating subversive activities, he has admitted that 
he worked part-time for the past ten months 
under an assumed name for M. A. Sanderson of 
Reliable Exterminators, Toronto, (popularly 
known as the Bug Man and a strong anti«C.C.F. 
propagandist). In addition, between 1940 and 
1944, while he was allegedly employed full-time 
investigating potential saboteurs, he worked part- 
time in a battery shop. In each case, these activ- 
ities were carried on without the knowledge of 
his superiors. 

It has been brought out that Captain Demp- 
ster's job led him to investigate C.C.F. members 
of parliament and prepare briefs on their activ- 
ities, while none of the Progressive Conservatives 
were similarly probed. He admitted that he 
might have told his secretary that his reports on 
"suspicious "persons" were circulated directly to 
members of the Drew cabinet although he later 
confessed that actually they merely went forward 
to the deputy police commissioner. 

Charges have also been made that Dempster 
was a close associate of Gladstone Murray, for- 
mer head of the Canadian Broadcasting Commis- 
sion, and now public relations counsel for a num- 
ber of large industrialists active in campaigning 
against the C.C.F. 

It appears clear, without attempting to preju- 
dice the evidence, that this Ontario provincial 
policeman associated with persons who were in a 
position to use information against the C.C.F. and 
labor movements. 

CC.F. leader Jolliffe may not be vindicated by 
the 'inquiries being made by Commissioner Mr. 
Justice A. M. LcBel, but he will at least have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the people of Ontario 
will be thankful to him for having taken the lid 
off a not too pleasant can of worms-

All men cannot be politicians, 
preachers, orators, artists or 
workmen, so just as surely it's 
true that all children cannot be 
lovers of the higher mathematics, 
Greeks, Latin and ancient his- 
tory. 

When we fully realize this, 
children and youth will be given 
their rightful opportunities. 
Some schools are adapting them- 
selves by giving real courses in 
agriculture, manual training, 
domestic science and various 
arts and crafts. Their pupils will 
rise up and call them blessed in 
years to come. 

And I think, as, I've said he- 
fore, that French should be 
studied from third grade on. I 
think, equally, that English 
should be obligatory in French 
schools, but just now I am th ink- 
ink that if our soldier lads had 
had French from their youth, 
many trying situations might 
have been avoided. 

That was one of the many 
things world war one should 
have taught us — and didn't! 

But Canada goes on, as Field 
Marshall Smuts said, Canada's 
progress has been a wonderful 
thing to see — I am quoting not 
literally, and we can only hope 
that her progress will be swift 
and sure along the road of 
Christian nationhood. It would 
be nice to think it could be said 
of C a n a d a — a child among 
nations— "a little child shall lead 
them".

Letter To The Editor 



The editor, The Era and Ex- 
press: Travelling throughout the 
southern states 20 years ago, I 
was very much impressed with 
the large number of memorial 
libraries as the result of the last 
war. Almost every small town 
had one, either financed by rel- 
atives and friends in memory of 
certain men, or built through 
town funds- and state appropria- 
tions. The architecture varied 
according to the different states. 
Those in Florida showed the 
Spanish influence — cement mixed 
with orange coloring matter, and 
red tile roofs. Georgia had most- 
ly white buildings with painted 
trim and pillars across the 
front, while those in the Carolin- 
as and Virginia were of brick, 
colonial or Georgian. All were 
gay with vines and flowers. 

The floor plans were all pretty 
much the same. Usually two 
doors opening into two separate 
rooms from the front porch or 
the veranda. The room on the 
north side, called the "picture 
gallery" or the "room of exhib- 
its" painted in soft gray, was 
reserved for local artists and 
those interested in handicrafts. 
This room was either rented at a 
nominal weekly rental or paid 
for on a commission basis, ten 
percent on sales. There were 
shelves for pottery, ceramic 
jcwcllry etc., while the walls 
were covered with paintings in 
frames. 

■ 

I was fortunate in stopping at 
one small town during an exhi- 
bition of etchings by a lady in- 
terested in historical churches, 
beautiful old houses, ancient 
trees and odd bits of scenery. 
They sold for $25 each and 
nearly all were sold to visitors 
from a nearby city and from 
other states. 

The other door at the front 
opened into the library, the room, 
painted in a soft shade of green, 
running the entire length of the 
building, the back end reserved 



for a reading room, while the 
washrooms and lavatories were 
placed in the corner back of the 
picture gallery. The shelves 
were all filled with books and 
the special racks for magazines. 
The lighting systems were espec- 
ially good. I asked one librarian 
what books were the most popu- 
lar and was told that elementary 
books on technical subjects, en- 
gineering and chemistry were in 
great demand. This may account 
for the many thousands of young 
men from the southern states 
who are trained technicians and 
engineers in the American army 
today. 

While Canadians were building 
stone cairns and monuments as 
memorials, the Americans were 
building libraries. Which do you 
think pulsates with life and cul- 
ture and with happiness for 
future generations?

URGES MORE MUSIC 
BE TAUGHT IN SCHOOLS 



By ORVILLE OANTON 



Music is a very fascinating 
profession. If it were not so, I 
am sure many of us would dis- 
continue our activities in It be- 
cause the pecuniary* returns arc 
so meagre when compared with 
other professions. The specialist 
with long experience In some 
professions may easily become a 
$50,000 a year man. A musician 
would more likely be in the 
two to four thousand dollar 
class. 

It takes much longer to quali- 
fy in music than It docs In any 
other profession. Without any 
preliminary knowledge of law or 
medicine one can go to college 
and qualify in five, seven or ten 
years. One could not go to a 
music college without any pre- 
liminary knowledge of music 
and qualify in the same period. 
Given natural talent, the proper 
age, and with close application 
one can hecome a fairly good 
performer on any instrument In 
five years. However, when the 
subject is broadened to include. 
theoretic knowtedge and music 
in all its phases, one could not 
do more than scratch the surface 
in five years. 

I am one of those who believe 
music is or should bo a necessary 
part of education. A thing 
which is so universal as music 
should have guidance In early 
years. Music takes care of two 
phases of human nature: the 
emotional and the necessity for 
discipline. 

We are more or less emotional, 
and there is no better vehicle for 
the expression of our feelings 
than music. In music the indi- 
vidual must co-operate in perfect 
harmony with at least one other 
person. The constant submerg- 
ing of one's natural tendencies 
towards individual predomin- 
ance in favor of combined effort, 
has a very beneficial effect on 
the individual himself. For in- 
stance, the average member of a 
band, trombonist, cornetist or 
drummer who always keeps his 
just place in the general en- 
semble would be apt to view 
other activities, social and other- 
wise, in somewhat the same 
light. Martin Luther said, "Mu- 
sic is a discipline of order and 
good manners." Plato said, 
"Music is the essence of order, 



and leads to all that is good, just 



■ 

and beautiful." 

Therefore, t believe music Is 4 
worth-while profession regard- 
less of whatever returns may 
accrue from it. Money in Itself; 
is of no value. The real value InJ 
life is happiness and that cannot; 
bo purchased. If we are happy* 
in our profession, we should: 
consider such happiness as parti 
payment. Lack of space will 
not permit mo to discuss its cul-' 
tural value but that should beJ 
wholly unnecessary.
